Hebron curfew lifted after Jewish rally

HEBRON. — Settlers from Klryat 
Arba thronged through empty 
streets here yesterday to honour 
the memory of Jesper Jehoshua 
Slomft and proclaim “the return of 
the Jewish people" to this city. The 
Curfew imposed after his murder 11 
days ago was lifted last night. 

A crowd ot several hundred 
gathered in light drizzle outside the 
Avrahoxn Avlnu synagogue to hear 
that Sloma. a soldler-yeshlva stu- 
dent from Kiryat Arba, had died 
“so that the Jewish people can walk 
freely In the Land ot Israel." 

The settlers, who came from as 
far as Ellon Moreh n and Yam It. 
were in a truculent mood. They 
applauded loudly as MK Rabbi 
Halm Druckman declared. 


"Anyone who doesn't want us to be 
here in Hebron can find himself.' 
somewhere else to live." J 

The curfew, which was Imposed 
on the centre of Hebron immediate- 
ly after Sloma ‘s death on January 
31. was lifted at 8 p.m. yesterday. It 
remained (n force for the duration 
of the settler's visit, which began in 
mid-morning with organized tours 
of the town's Jewish quarter. 

The audience, composed largely 
of young men wearing civilian 
clothes but carrying weapons, did 
not seem discouraged by yester- 
day's cabinet decision, which 
stopped short of s eying Jewish 
settlers could move Into central 
Hebron Immediately. 

Druckman waa greeted by cheers 
when he declared, "The govern- 
ment decided today to renew the 


Jewish presence In Hebron and that 
the implementation of the principle 
will be discussed next week. 

"We demand.** he thundered, 
"that this be implemented next 
week — at the Latest." 

Kiryat Arba's Rabbi Moshe 
Levinger struck a more cautious 
note and described the government 
decision as “a stutter." He warned 
the crowd that if the government 
does not fulfil its duty of settlbif the 
Land, "then we must remind It of 
that duty.”

name Abouloff." 

Matea continued, “We wanted a 
nationalistic Jew to head the com- 
pany and to run It as a microcosm 
of the city because, with a mayor 
like the one we have, who wants to 
divide rip the city already, we have 
to take action." 

Matea said the job Is most 
suitable for a "public figure." 
Abouloff was on the Likud election 
list for the municipal council In 1877 
but m Issed winning a seat due to the 
Lflrtid’s poor showing. 

Abouloff yesterday told The Post 
"this will bo the first time in my 
life” that he’ll head a company. He 
said he is aware of the problems in 
the quarter and ho promised he 
would be "an active administrator" 
as chairman of the board of direc- 
tors of the company. 

The 87-year-old Bayit Vegan resi- 


dent said he was "asked by Housing 
Minister David Levy” to take the 
post, described by city officials as 
one of the most sensitive develop- 
ment Jobs In the city. 1 

During the past six months since 
Aluf (res.) Yosef Geva resigned the 
chairmanship, residents have com- 
plained of official neglect that has 
paved the way for real estate 
speculators, spiralling rental costs, 
squatting by yeshlvot and 
deteriorating services. 

"Yeshlvot are ready to pay huge 
sums of money to rent flats here, 
and that’s raised costs for 
residents," complained one Jewish 
Quarter resident. The city has been 
forced to use the courts to evict at 
least one yeshiva that made a 
private arrangement with Yeshivat 
Hakotel to take enter a temporary

Cabinet defers action 

Jews can live 
in Hebron ... 
in principle

The cabinet yesterday un- 
animously approved a stopgap 
answer to the controversy over 
Jewish resettlement in Hebron 
by supporting resettlement in 
principle while deferring its 
application for the time being. 

Some of the hawks and the doves 
In the cabinet claimed that this 
decision vindicated their stands. 
Other ministers called it a com- 
promise. In fact, the decision was a 
result of Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin'* wish to avoid a clash for the 
time being in fair cabinet. 

The real compromise. If any, will 
come when Begin Is presented with 
— and personally endorses — a 
proposal which will enable a sym- 
bolic Jewish resettlement in central 
Hebron, which will entail minimal 
security risks and avoid the, ex- 
propriation of Moslem tenants, if 
possible. 

Meanwhile, settlers from Kiryat 
Arba and other West Bank 
settlements gathered in Hebron 
yesterday to proclaim “the return 
of Jews' to the ancient town and, 
to demand that the gm i wn mimt im . 
pie ment its decision Immediately. 
(See story, adjacent column) 

A possible Bolntion known to be 
advocated eloquently by two 
ministers would be to set up a 
header yeshiva with IDF soldier- 
students In the centre of Hebron. 
This will probably be proposed 
when the cabinet returns to the 
question. The idea Is believed to en- 
tail a far smaller security risk than 
having famines with children In the 
Moslem quarters. 

The cabinet communique on the- 
Hebron resettlement issue said: 
"The government determines, 
further to its decision of last week, 
that In accordance with its basic 
policy platform, which waa ap- 
proved by the Knesset, there is no 
bar to Jews living in Hebron, as in 
every other place in Eretz Ylarael. 

"The government will decide on 
the sites to be Inhabited, and the 
timing thereof. 

"The government will act to 
strengthen Kiryat Arba." 

Deputy Premier Ylgael Yadln 
was the only minister to abstain. 
The other two Democratic Move- 
ment ministers voted along with the 
proposal as tabled by Begin, 
although their views are un- 
derstood to be identical with those 


of Yadin. The deputy premier told 
The Jerusalem Post that he would 
have voted against bad a concrete 
proposal for resettlement been tabl- 
ed. The issue should not have come 
up at this juncture and in this 
manner, Yadln said. He was ap- 
parently alluding to the proximity 
between the cabinet debate and the 
terrorist slaying of yeshiva student 
Jehoshua Sloma n days earlier. 

' The cabinet did not get its teeth 
fnto the issue yesterday, because a 
study made by Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir showed that the five 
Jewlsh-owned houses which the 
Klryal Arba settlers talk of in- 
habiting would provide no solution 
to the resettlement demand. 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, 
who also said lost week the resettle- 
ment should start, with the five 
Jewish buildings (abandoned since 
the 2629 pogrom), said yesterday 
that the return to the Old City of 
Hebron was as self-evident to him 
as the return to the Old City of 
Jerusalem. 

Zamir told the cabinet that only 
two of the five Jewish houses were 
available for Immediate Jewish 
resettlement without any legal 
bars. These are the two bouses next 
to the Avraham Avlnu synagogue. 

The other three houses are oc- 
cupied by tenants protected by 
tenancy regulations, Zamir said. 
These are the Hadassah building, 
Hass an House and Romano House. 
To evict the present tenants could 
therefore be interpreted as ex- 
propriation, Zamir noted. 

The Hadassah building has been 
occupied for some months by 
squatters from Kiryat Arba, a 
group of mothers headed by Rab- 
banit Miriam Levinger and their 
children,. 

Housing Minister David Levy 
said yesterday that the two Jewish 
houses near the Avraham Avinu 
synagogue could be renovated and 
ready for occupancy within days if 
the cabinet so derided. 

Levy, like ail the Herut ministers 
save Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man, backed the idea of Jewish 
resettlement In Jewish-owned 
houses in what was yesterday a 
theoretical argument — since no 
such proposal was tabled, let alone 
voted upon.

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Likud councillors lash

ficials and the Interior Ministry of- 
ficial responsible for city planning 
and development. 

The Likud charged that the Lon- 
don trip, to study the borough 
system there, was part of Kollek's 
plan to divide the city. 

Kollek rebutted the charge, say- 
ing that a foundation had paid for 
the trip and that be had picked 
those "who could bring us the most 
accurate report.” 

Likud faction chief Yehoshua 
Matzn. -in high tones, broke into 
Kollek's brief answer to the 
Pressberger charges, saying, “Mr. 
Mayor. I have written documenta- 
tion proving you want to make the 
Moslem Quarter (of the Old Cityl a 
separate borough." 

Kollek denied the charge. 
Everything he had expressed in the 
interview with ' The Post was his 
thinking as' a “free citizen," he 
said. 

Kollek was 'attacked for warning 
the city "could explode" if his 
borough plan were not im- 
plemented. But the mayor retorted 
that he Is a “hawk on keeping 
Jerusalem united, and the plan will 
prevent its division by forces we 
cannot control." 


Egyptian oil — going down?

Energy Ministry officials yester- 
day refused to comment on a KbI 
Yisrael report that Egypt Intends to 
reduce the price of its oil by 65 to $6 
a barrel. They also refused to say 
whether, if the report were correct, 
Israel would benefit from It. 


Israel has contracted to purchase 
two million tons of Egyptian oil in 
1980 and is reportedly paying $35 to 
$42 a barrel. 

The agreement between Israel 
and Egypt calls for a repricing of 
the oil “every few months” in ac- 
cordance with world price trends. 

A source close to the ministry last 
night told The Jerusalem Post that 
recently a number of producers 
have been forced to reduce the price 


of their oil because of a temporary 
glut on the world market. The glut, 
the source explained, stems from 
the Industrial states' massive ac- 
cumulation of reserves during the 
autumn In preparation for the 
winter. 

"But the producers have not 
reduced their oil output and are 
therefore stuck with large quan- 
tities of unsold oil. So they reduce 
the price — meaning the free- 
market, spot price — closer to the 
lower, official price," the source 
said. 

But a leading oil expert said last 
night that even if Egypt was lower- 
ing the price of Its oil to other 
customers, it was “highly unlikely" 
that this would apply to Israel since 
this country is "a sure market" in 
any case. 


Keep Gddmaim from Arafat, Begin told 


Post Knesset Reporter 
The Knesset Immigration and 
Absorption . Committee called on 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday to prevent Nahum Gold- 
mann, former president of the 
World Zionist Organization, from 
carrying out his announced Inten- 
tion of meeting PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat. 


The committee, chaired by Ron- 
nie Millo, accused Goldin ann of 
"exploiting his past service In 
Zionist bodies for- his present 


political wheeler-dealer activities 
designed to aid those who aspire to 
destroy the Jewish people. 

“Goldm&nn has no right to speak 
on behalf of Zionists or Jews." the 
committee said. 

Several committee members 
mentioned that Goldraann had an 
Israeli passport which the 
authorities could take away or 
cancel if they so wished. 

Goldmann said last week he is in 
contact with PLO representatives 
in a bid to arrange a meeting with 
Arafat. 


5 policemen charged with smuggling 


Three police officers and two 
sergeants from the Jezreel Valley 
district will stand trial on charges 
of smuggling and selling contra- 
band from Lebanon, and with 
breach of trust. 

Deputy State .Attorney YonaBlat- 
man has asked the president of the 
Supreme Court to order the trial 
held .In Haifa rather than in a 
northern district court, since the 
accused had appeared in northern 
courts in their official capacity. 

The accused are Sgan-Nitzav 
Yosef Levi, 52, of Nazareth; Pakad 
Yigal Haver, 28, of Tiberias; Suheil 
Haddad, 35, of Turan village; 
Samal Menashe Hamo, 29, of 
Migdal Ha'emek; and Samal Meir 
Shaked, 40, of Afula. 

A sixth accused in the case is a 
civilian, Anis Rizak, of Ralna 
village, north of Nazareth. 

Levi, officer in charge of In- 
vestigations and special duties in 
the Jezreel subdistrict, was in com- 
mand of various operations design- 
ed to stop drug smuggling from 
Lebanon into Israel after the Llt&ni 


Operation. The other four 
policemen were his subordinates. 

One of the 10 counts in the charge 
sheet says that pn one occasion, 
when Shaked was on duty near the 
"Good Fence" he bought 1,000 
packs of foreign cigarettes from a 
Lebanese citizen and smuggled 
them hack across the border. Shak- 
ed allegedly sold the cigarettes at a 
policemen's party at Lake 
Kinneret. Levi, bis commanding of- 
ficer, was also present and bought 
50 packs, knowing they were con- 
traband, the charge sheet says. 

On another occasion, according 
to the indictment, Levi was briefing 
his men before they set out on 
another anti-drug smuggling opera- 
tion at the border and concluded by. 
saying, "And don'.t forget my 
cigarettes." 

Other charges against the defen- 
dants relate to similar smuggling 
Incidents and others in which some 
.of the policemen allegedly turned a 
blind eye to vehicles carrying 
cigarettes, jewellery and other con- 
traband. (Itim) 


Autonomy talks moved to London

Israel. Egypt and the U.S. have 
agreed to hold the next round of 
autonomy talks in London on 
February 26. 

The forthcoming talks will be 
confined to the heads of the 
negotiating delegations — with 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
representing Israel, Premier 
Mustapha Khalil for Egypt, and 
presidential envoy Sol Linowitz 
speaking for the U.S. 

Israel and Egypt last month re- 
jected each other's formulas for the 
projected West Bank and Gaza 


Strip autonomy. 

In an apparent bid to thwart 
differences which were reported to 
have been often inflamed by 
hawkish delegates on both sides, 
Linowitz suggested that the next 
round be restricted to chief 
negotiators. 

Khalil's initial proposal to hold 
the forthcoming meeting in Paris 
was understood to have received a 
lukewarm reception from the 
French government, which has 
been cool to the Camp David peace 
framework governing the Israei- 
Egypt autonomy negotiations.

submitted in another half-year to 
update it according to current 
prices. . The -total for the year is ex- 
pected to reach IL850-870b. 

Economists in Jerusalem yester- 
day predicted that the dollar would 
be worth about IL58 by December, 
and IL64 by -March J981, Inflation 
for the first half of the fiscal year is 
forecast at 37 per cent, and for' the 
whole fiscal year, 85 per cent. 

The cabinet decided yesterday to 
cut all funds to public bodies — such 
as universities — which receive 
government support but fail to 
make the required cuts in budget 
and personnel. 

But at the same time the Finance 
Ministry will intervene less and less 
in the internal planning of ministry 
budgets, so that ministries will not 
be able to claim that they lack 
funds for a particular project, 
Nc'cman explained to the cabinet. 
Ministry expenditures . will he 
supervised and updated according 
lo price rises In the general market 
for the goods bought. 


Katzrtn, Ma’aleh Ephraim and 
Kamel Shomron, all of which are 
urban centres.

The Treasury still hasn't set Its 
policy regarding the sale of goods 
and services to the public. Until 
now the government has claimed 
that it would sell them at their real 
'cost. But that elicited vigorous 
criticism from the governor of the 
Bank of Israel, Amon Gafny, wbo 
said that would lead to exaggerated 
and frequent price rises. 

Yesterday's cabinet meeting was 
told that the rate of Increase In the 
prices of goods and services may be 
adjusted to the rate of Increase on 
the market, which would result in a 
more gradual rise. 

Nc'cman said many manufac- 
turing 'enterprises had channelled 
their resources into export, faster 
than the Treasury had expected, 
because of a slackening demand on 
the local markets. 

The economic cabinet yesterday 
approved an amendment to the 
Water Law. which sets fines for 
polluters of water sources.

Speculation intense over 
Supreme Court appointments

Intense speculation by legal 
circles over the future composition 
of the Supreme Court, has started 
following the news that court 
Preside mt Yoel Sussman has ad- 
vanced his retirement date and will 
leave the bench on February 29. 
Sussman will be replaced in the top 
post by the deputy president. 
Justice Mosbe Landau. 


In all, five Supreme Court 
justices will retire from the 12-man 
bench this year, implying a major 


recomposition of Uie court. Justice 
Alfred Witkon will also retire dur- 
ing the last week of February 
Justices Shlcmo Ascher, David 
Bechor and Haim Cohn are due to 
retire at the mandatory age of 70 
later this year. 

Legal sources said yesterday that 
tHe Judges Appointments Com- 
mittee will probably consider can- 
didates from the country's district 
courts. Those judges have com- 
plained in the past that their 
possibilities of advancement have 
been limited by the appointment of 
academic jurists to the bench.

Hebron, In line with Gush Emunlm 
and Kach demands: by Health 
Minister Eliezer Shostak; and by 
Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz. 

All the Liberals, except Minister 
without Portfolio Moshe Nissim, 
were on the other side of the fence, 
hacked by the three Democratic 
Movement ministers and Weizman. 

Begin expressed his concern that 
the legal situation with regard to 
Jewish -owned houses was still un- 
clear, but gave no Indication what 
his concrete proposal might even- 
tually be. 

One proposal which was raised 
yesterday, and which may yet turn 
out to he the "saving formula" that 
could unite the cabinet, Is to set up 
In the Jewish houses not a few 
family-dwelling units, hbt rather an 
-institution of Jewish learning. 

Nissim, who broached the idea, 
cited a header, yeshiva as a suitable 
sort of institution. The students, 
who are serving soldiers and can 
therefore protect themselves, 
would sleep in dormitories on the 
spot and thus maintain a perma- 
nent presence there. 

Nissim said he would make the 
creation of such an institution con- 
ditional upon the evacuation by the 
Kiryat Arba womenfolk of the 
Hadassah building. 

In principle, Nissim argued, 
there was everything to be said in 
favour of restoring a Jewish 
presence presence in Hebron, in the 
form of a revived Jewish quarter. 
But the situation on the ground at 
the present time made this im- 
possible: Only two houses were in- 
disputably Jewish-owned and 
available for settlement, and he 
(Nissim I was totally against any 
form of eviction or appropriation to 
make room for Jewish settlers. 

Nissfm’8 Idea of an Institution 
rather than homes seemed to . have 
the support of the NRP's senior 
minister. Dr. Yosef Burg. 

.In his presentation at the cabinet, 
Nissim said it was "both mistaken 
and misleading" to allege that the 


upsurge of desire to reinstall J.ews 
in Hebron was a form of “revenge” 
for the murder there of the Jewish 
student. 

The murder, said Nissim, had 
plainly been intended to frighten 
and deter Jews from coming to the 
town of the patriarchs — and 
therefore it was the government's 
duty to take action to encourage 
Jews to go to Hebron, exercise their 
inalienable right to be there, and 
visit the holy shrine of Machpela 
Cave. 

Justice Minister Tamtr said it 
would be “neither a policy nor a 
plan, but merely a provocation" to 
settle a few families in Jewish- 
owned houses. It would give am- 
munition to unfriendly parties in 
the international arena, he warned. 
It would have been possible to 
resettle Hebron In X967 straight 
after the Six Day War, T&mlr said. 
“But 1980 is not 1967 and realities 
have changed," Tamir said. 

Weizman, wbo first suggested 
resettling Jews in Hebron as a 
response to the murder of Sloma, 
totally reversed his position by. 
yesterday. Nine days ago he had 
made his suggestion to Begin per- 
sonally over the phone. Yesterday, 
when he explained his reversal, one 
middle-of-the-road minister said he 
found it hard to understand what 
the defence meant. 

As soon as the discussion began, 
Deputy Premier SImha Ehrlich, a 
consistent softener in the cabinet, 
suggested that It be deferred. He 
said it would be unwise to debate 
this Issue so soon alter the Sloma 
murder. But the majority of 
ministers, taking their lead from 
Begin, preferred to launch into the 
debate yesterday. 

Ehrlich spoke strongly against 
the proposal to resettle Jews In 
Hebron. 

Despite the controverslallty of 
the Issue — and the controverslallty 
of its leading proponent — the 
cabinet session yesterday proceed- 
ed without raised voices or personal 
insults. Ministers on both sides of 
the arguments noted the serious 
level of the debate.

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Navon calls police sappers 
country’s ‘anonymous heroes’

"No one can say he's not afraid," 
said Shlomo, one of the country's 
police sappers who were saluted 
yesterday by President Yltshak 
Navon as Israel's “anonymous 
heroes." 

“After all, we're all human 
beings. But you get used to It," con- 
tinued Shlomo. who is retiring In 
three weeks after almost three 
decades In the job. 

While half the members of the 
sappers* unit were on duty, the 
other, half — led by Police 
Inspector-General Herzl Shaflr — 
went to Belt Hanassl with their 
wives at the invitation of Navon. 
The others will visit the president 
today. 

"I suppose It's a disease...! have 
to be a sapper," explained Yehuda, 
another veteran who was "Inter- 
viewed" by Navon. 

At moments when he wanted to 
quit, it was his wife Delia who in- 
sisted that he continue. “Why?" she 
said, when asked by Navon to ex- 
plain. "I like his kind of work. He - 
saves people. It's a good deed." She 
Is. most -proud of the time Yehudon 
defused a bomb ln the Tel Aviv cen- 
tral bus station 10 years ago “a few 
seconds" before It was to explode. 

"Somebody has to do It," shrugg- 


ed Armand. the father of four. 
“Every sapper knows that, even If 
he gets 100 calls a day, he must 
never relax hls guard. We treat 
everything as If It's a bomb." 

A young sapper who has been on 
the job for a month told Navon that 
he has so far answered 200 calls, 
and. happily, “been through a Jot of 
garbage" Instead of bombs. "I 
didn't want to alt In an office at 
some boring desk job," he explain- 
ed. 

Navon noted that even when the 
borders arc relatively quiet, the In- 
ternal front against terrorists' acts 
is likely not to slacken. “I Invited 
you here because I wanted to un- 
derstand what it means — not to be 
a soldier charging Into battles that 
gel a lot of publicity, but to be in a 
quiet, unending struggle that goes 
on dally. If there were a competi- 
tion for who has saved the most 
lives in Israel, police sappers would 
win." 

As more steps are taken in the 
process of Egyptian-Israel nor- 
malization, Navon pointed out. 
those who oppose the peace treaty 
— unwilling to launch a full-scale 
war — ; are likely to increase 
terrorism againstlhe civilian front.. 
Tfap police, and the public, must. In- 
crease their alertness and 
preparedness for Buch an eventuali- 
ty, he said. 


Na’amat hits gov’t for day-care failure 


TEL IV (Idm). — Four thousand 
preschool children in disadvan- 
taged families arc left to their own 
devices every day because their 
parents can’t afford the cost of day- 
care centres, according to Nava 
Arad, chairman of Na'amat, the 
Hiatadrut women’s organization. 

She said Na’amat needs another 
IL40m. to get through this year — 
and predicted the collapse of the 
country’s social services by next 
year. 

The reason for the relatively high 
cost of day care Is the government’s 
failure to maintain the level of aid it 
promised as subsidies were cancel!- 
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ed and costs rocketed, Arad said. 
Na'amat runs half ot the country’s 
Infant and child day-care centres, 
on a non-profit basis — caring for 
17,000 children. 

The centres provide meals and 
enrichment activities that help 
prepare children for school even if 
they get little stimulus at home. 

Arad said the cost per child has 
risen from IL8.100 to IL3.500 a 
month per child since the beginning 
of the year. For Infants, the cost has 
risen from IL9.640 to IL6.600. 
Families pay between IL300 and 
IL2.000 a month. 

"We’re afraid that for many 
children next year, the meals they 
get at the centres will be the only 
ones they’ll get to eat,” Arad said. 

The government is now deman- 
ding that the centres increase the 
payroll tax they pay by 3 per cent. 
The tax is not paid by hotels or old- 
age homes. Arad said. 

Tourism delegation 
to Egypt this week

An official government delega- 
tion will go to Egypt on Wednesday 
to discuss joint programmes for the 
encouragement of tourism to Israel 
and Egypt. Headed by Yoram Zlv, 
director-general of the Ministry of 
Industry, Trade and Tourism, the 
delegation will also discuss 
arrangements for the free flow of 
tourists. Including foreigners, 
between the two countries. 

Axnnon Altman, head of the 
ministry's tourism division, said 
yesterday he will propose 
programmes for the joint spon- 
soring of tours by the Egyptian and 
Israeli ministries, joint publicity 
campaigns abroad, and coopera- 
tion between both countries’ hotel 
industries and travel agents. 

Meanwhile, a group of 39 Israeli 
ophthalmologists crossed at the 
Neot Sinai checkpost yesterday to 
take part in a world congress of eye 
doctors which opens In Cairo today.

Hammer backs wage linkage 
between teachers, engineers

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer yesterday sent a personal 
letter to the country's 60.000 
teachers, declaring that he “per- 
sonally" supports their claim to 
wage linkage with the civil sendee 
engineers. 

But the Treasury opposes Ms 
view, wrote Hammer. “The 
attorney-general ruled that ithe 
relevant clause) does not 

necessitate Tull linkage.*’ 
Nonetheless. Hammer wrote, he 
persuaded the Treasury to accept 
adjudication of the Issue by a 
labour court, “and the state will 
comply with the court's verdict." 

The Jerusalem District Labour 
Court is expected on Wednesday to 
give Its verdict on the wage-linkage 
dispute, ruling whether or not to 
give the teachers special duties 
( “emergency stand-by’’ ) 
allowances and academic degree 
Increments as currently enjoyed by 
the engineers. Until then, the 
Hlstadrut Teachers Union and the 
Secondary School Teachers 
Association are bound by injunc- 
tions to refrain from sanctions and 
strikes. 

Blnyarain Weller, head of the 
secondary teachers, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
letter waa “studded with inac- 
curacies, to use understatement.” 
Weller pointed out that Hammer 


has not brought the Etzionl Com- 
mission report before the cabinet 
for apnmval though two months 
have passed since it was submitted. 
'Moreover, yesterday's letter is also 
“vague, containing no clear com- 
mitment to accept or implement 
the report's recommendations,” 
said Weller. 

"R appears to be yet another ef- 
fort on Hammer's part to gain time 
for the government." said Weller. 

In the letter. Hammer wrote: 
“You know that money alone will 
not answer everything and that the 
teacher's status depends also upon 
the character of the school system 
and its proper functioning." 

Concerning the Btzloni 
recommendations, which Hammer 
a year ago promised to see im- 
plemented, the minister promised 
that he and Finance Minister 
Ylgac! Hurvitz would regard them 
as “a basis for the new wage agree- 
ment with the teachers." 

But critics pointed out last night 

that the pay agreements wont be 
renegotiated for at least another 
year and maybe longer, and that 
Hammer's present promise was 
vague and might be as worthless as 
the one he gave a year ago. 

In the letter. Hammer also 
promised: “If any wage agreement 
Is reopened, the Etzioni report will 
immediately become the basis for 
an agreement with the teachers." 


Beduin vow continued fight 
against eviction for airbase

Lack of cooperation among the 
Negev Beduin appears to be com- 
plicating and drlaying attempts by 
a specially appointed government 
committee to facilitate their 
removal from land destined to 
become a giant airbase. 

Yesterday. Nuri el-Ukbi, who 
claims to represent most of the 
Negev Beduin. warned that they 
would resist attempts to remove 
them even if the special Negev 
Land Acquisition (Peace Agree- 
ment with Egypt) Bill becomes 
law. 

The government tabled the bill 
last year to speed removal of the 
Beduin from the Tel Malhata area 
in the Negev. As a result of the 
Beduin's opposition, and a public 
outcry, the government agreed to 
appoint a special committee head- 
ed by Water Commissioner Meir 
Ben- Melr to negotiate a settlement 
with the Beduin. 

Ukbi. speaking at a press con- 
ference in Jerusalem ceiled by the 
Committee for Beduin Rights in the 
Negev, claimed that the Beduin 
representatives on the committee 
— among them MK Sheikh Hamad 
Abu Rajga.-— .do.qot represent tjie. 
majority' of the Beduin.* * * ' ' * 

The agreements they reached 
with Ben-Meir would not bind the 
rest of the Beduin. he Insisted. 

Ukbi said the proposed law was 
due to be presented for its second 
and third readings within the next 
few days. Its practical effect would 
be to turn the Beduin into refugees 


on land they have owned and work- 
ed for generations, he charged. 

In particular, he criticized Sec- 
tion 14 of the bill, which denies the 
Beduin the right to appeal to the 
High Court of Justice in any dispute 
they have about land acquisition 
under the bill. 

He also claimed that “concrete 
proposals" presented by the Beduin 
to Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon, to establish agricultural 
settlements Instead of urban con- 
centrations for the Beduin, had met 
with no response whatsoever. 

As part of this proposal the Be- 
duin had asked for half the compen- 
sation offered to the Jewish settlers 
at Pit' hat Rafiah — 20 dunams of 
land and sufficient water to 
cultivate that land. 

A source on the Ben-Meir com- 
mittee said last night that the 
government was amending the bill 
significantly. Instead of giving the 
government absolute discretion in 
•seizing land, only the absolute 
minimum required for the airbase 
could be taken. 

Ukbi maintained that this 
proposal involves some 99,000 
dunams, which still implies the 
removal of thousands of Beduin.

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Afghan rebels retake 
4 towns from Soviets 


KARACHI, Pakistan. — Afghan 
Moslem rebels recaptured Tashk&n 
Arbo and Bagh In the northeastern 
province of Badakhshan yesterday 
after a bitter battle with Soviet 
forces, the Pakistan dally “Jang" 
reported from across the border. 

The rebels also seized Faizabad, 
the capital of Badakhshan 
province, and fighting was still go- 
ing on in the nearby town of Zebak, 
the report said. 

The rebels claimed last night that 
they had seized eight tanks, six 
wireless sets and a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition from Soviet 
forces fleeing the area. 

In Moscow, the Communist Party 
dally “Pravda" asserted that the 
U.S.. with the backing of Pakistan 
and China, is striving to step up 
offensive operations by Moslem 
guerrillas in Afghanistan. 

The newspaper and other Soviet 
news media made no direct men- 
tion of Western reports that In com- 
ing weeks Moscow may withdraw 
some of the estimated 90,000 troops 
it now has in Afghanistan. But a 
■■pravda” commentary repeated 
the Kremlin's previously enun- 
ciated position that if outside 
•‘Interference” in Afghanistan 
ceases, "the limited Soviet military 
contingent... will return home.” 

However, the paper indicated 
that Moscow currently does not 
foresee any significant tapering 
down of rebel fighting against the 
Marxist government in Kabul. 

“Zbigniew BrzezinsU's trip to 
Pakistan, bis talks with Pakistani 
authorities and backstage collusion 
with Peking — all this clearly 
shows that they intend, despite 
everything, to broaden their thrust 


Into Afghanistan,” wrote “Pravda" 
commentator Yuri Zhukov. 

Brzczinskl, President Carter's 
top national security adviser, 
visited Pakistan recently to discuss 
military cooperation and make an 
Inspection tour to the Fa ki stanl- 
Afghan frontier. 

In New Delhi, a prominent Indian 
journalist reported that resistance 
by Afghan rebels against the Soviet- 
backed regime in Afghanistan has 
crumbled in all but the northeast 
party of the country. 

-Kuldip Nayar, a senior cor- 
respondent for the “Indian Ex- 
press” daily who Just returned 
from Kabul, said that the Soviet 
armv is in control except for 
Badakhshan and Baghlan 
provinces near the China border 
and Kunar province bordering 
Pakistan. 

In these northeast provinces, 
thousands of outnumbered Soviet 
troops “have been pinned down” by 
Afghan rebels, Nayar said without 
elaboration. 

The area is known for Its rugged 
terrain roads twisting - around 

blind corners, perfect spots for am- 
bushes. 

Paktya, Paktika and Ningrabar 
provinces, all bordering Pakistan, 
were “bristling" with insurgency a 
few weeks ago but are now quiet, 
. said Nayar. 

"Kabul is normal. Once in a while 
a Russian tank goes through the 
streets, perhaps to register Servlet 
presence,” be wrote. 

“Outside Kabul, the formations of 
Russian soldiers, their tanks, their 
armoured vehicles and their guns 
are (dug In) deep and solid.”

U.S. says it’s puzzled by 
those volatile Frenchmen

WASHINGTON. — Senior State 
Department officials on Saturday 
expressed puzzlement and concern 
at the French rejection of a planned 
meeting by U.S. and European 
allies to coordinate response to the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 

The officials, speaking with 
reporters in an authorized response 
to the French announcement, and 
blasts at Washington on Friday, 
professed to be “puzzled” by what 
they called "the rapid shifts” in 
France's positions since the Soviet 
military action began on December 
27. 

The State Department officials 
also expressed concern that the 
new French statements may con- 
vey the impression of a developing 
split within the Atlantic alliance 
about Afghanistan. 

An official said that despite the 
French stand, tbe U.S. impression 
Is that “the allies understand” that 
western interests as a whole, not 
Just those of the U.S., are involved 
in the situation in Southwest Asia. 1 

The latest instance of diplomatic 
backbiting between Washington 
and Paris arose from a meeting of 
Western allies which was to have 
taken place in Bonn about 
February 20. U.S. officials said 
Saturday that the meeting was the 
idea of the Germans, and that the 
European nations set the date and 


made the arrangements. 

The announcement from Paris 
that France will not attend ap- 
parently waa triggered by news 
stories from Washington saying 
that a joint meeting Involving the 
French bad been scheduled in 
Bonn. U.S. officials said they had 
every reason to believe this was so 
at the time of these news accounts, 
though they said that a formal an- 
nouncement of the joint session had 
not been expected until later. 


The officials also responded to 
complaints from Paris that the U.S. 
pressed for sanctions against Iran 
and then failed to inform the allies 
before announcing last Thursday 
that the sanctions are being held in 
abeyance. This is factually correct, 
according to the State Department 
sources, but they said the European 
allies were well aware that 
Washington had ceased weeks ago 
to push through diplomatic 
channels for the imposition of the 
Iranian sanctions. 


It couM have 'ntrt been a surprise 
to the French that Washington for- 
mally announced the obvious — 
that sanctions had been shelved for 
the time being — in the view of of- 
ficials here. Nonetheless, some of 
the U.S. officials conceded It would 
have been better if the allies had 
been notified prior to Thursday's 
announcement .

Echoes of ‘He]l, no, we won’t go’ in U.S. 


NEW YORK (UPI). — Thousands 
of anti -draft demonstrators hit the 
streets in American cities on Satur- 
day, decrying President Carter's 
proposal to resurrect selective ser- 
vice registration. 

In the biggest demonstration, 
about 2.000 protesters gathered at 
Times Square in New York, then 
marched to the president's cam- 
paign headquarters, where they set 
fire to an American- flag and a 
Carter campaign poster and 
chanted, “Bum, baby burn.” 


In Fhiladephia, more than 1,000 
people, including 1960s anti-war ac- 
tivist Elizabeth McAllister, march- 
ed through the downtown area 
denouncing the president’s call for 
reinstituting draft registration. 

The march from the federal 
courthouse to City Hall and back 
lasted four hours. McAllister, wife 
of anti-war protester Phillip 
Berrigan, drew cheers when she 
denounced the “minds that allow 
for human life to be sacrificed” in a 
war. 


Vance argues U.S. case before 
International Olympic Committee 


LAKE PLACED, New York. — The 
confrontation between the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union over Afghanistan, 
in which the International Olympic 
Committee and Its Moscow games 
are now tightly wedged, escalated 
further on Saturday night. 

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance bluntly spelled out to the IOC 
Washington’s determination to pre- 
vent Moscow from holding the 
summer Olympics because of the 
Soviet Invasion of Afghanistan. One 
of U.S. President Jimmy Carter's 
aides was quoted as saying the ad- 
ministration. would "destroy” the 
IOC if it rejected Its proposals to 
take the games away from Moscow. 

In return, the Russian organizing 
committee boycotted Vance’s 
speech in a calculated diplomatic 
snub; and Sergei Pavlov, the Soviet 
sports minister, accused the CIA- of 
trying to lure Soviet athletes here 
for the winter Olympics Into defec- 
ting. 

Vance's speech at the formal 
opening of the IOCs 82nd session, in 
which he said that no American 
team would take part in Olympic 
games held in an invading country, 
was not heard by Zgnati Novikov, 


president of the Moscow organizing 
committee and a ranking member 
of the Soviet Politburo. Novikov 
and his delegation read an advance 
copy of Vance's speech and 
deliberately stayed away from tbe 
ceremony, informed IOC sources 
said. 


In an earlier address. Lord 
Klllanln of Ireland, president of the 
IOC. urged that the Olympic games 
be kept free of politics. But he also 
admitted, “I have never denied or 
ignored the intrusion of politics into 
the Olympic movement.” 

Klllanln reiterated his stand that 
the IOC signed a contract with 
Moscow In 1974 to hold the 1980 
summer games there and said it 
must be honoured. 
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There was long,, loud applause for 
KiBamn. But whet* Vance finished -: 
speaking, only two delegates 
applauded. Reporters could not tell 
which ones they were or which 
countries they represented. The 
other delegates, approximately 60 
of them, sat with their hands in 
their laps at the conclusion of 
Vance's remarks spelling out the 
U.S. government position.

Kennedy primes machine in Maine 


AUGUSTA, Maine. — Senator 
Edward Kennedy sent out an army 
of 1,000 volunteers to bring out the 
vote in yesterday's Maine 
Democratic Party caucuses and 
save him from embarrassing 
oolitical defeat in his native New 
England. 

Public opinion polls have given 
President Jimmy Carter the decid- 
ed edge in the caucuses — the se- 
cond voter test of strength between 
the two men battling for the 


Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion. 

A poll of Democratic leaders last 
week by the magazine “U.S. News 
and World Report” found that six 
out of every seven party leaders 
believe Carter will beat Kennedy In 
|the bid tor the party's presidential 
nomination. 

The poll was based on responses 
from 204 of the 366 members and of- 
ficers of the Democratic National 
Committee. (Reuter, UPI) 


Violent anti-Soviet protest in Toronto 


TORONTO (UPI). — External Af- 
fairs Minister Flora MacDonald 
told a violence-marred anti-Soviet 
demonstration on Saturday that 
Canada needs military strength to 
combat Soviet aggression and 
human rights violations. 

The violence erupted in front of 
Toronto City Hall before 
MacDonald arrived on the plat- 
form, which she shared with 
Tatyana Yankelevich and Alexey 
Semenov, stepchildren of Soviet 
dissident Andrei Sakharov. 

Anti-Soviet protesters scuffled 
briefly with about SO Marxist- 
Lenln 1st picketers who carried 
banners decrying Canadian, 
American and Soviet imperialism. 
As police intervened, Marxist- 
Lenfnfst posters and red banners 
were torn lip by angry protesters 
and a number of anti-Soviet 
demonstrators were bloodied by 


placard-swinging leftists. 

MacDonald told the gathering 
that “recent events have dashed 
these optimistic hopes (of detente). 
In the past few years, we’ve seen a 
growth of Soviet military power, 
far beyond the level they need to de- 
fend themselves. - 
“We all understood, however — 
all the NATO countries — that we 
could not open disarmament dis- 
cussions with the USSR from a posi- 
tion of weakness,” she continued. 
“It is strength and not weakness 
that will deter aggression.” 

She said the Tory government 
favoured a boycott of the Moscow 
Olympics because “there is no ac- 
tion the international community 
can take ... that would be of more 
damaging effect to the Soviet 
leaders in the eyes of their own peo- 
ple than to take away from them 
the Olympic games.” 


Milan executive shot by terrorists 


MILAN (UPI). — Urban guerrillas 
posing as church workers shot 
business executive Mario Mlraglia 
in the legs yesterday in the latest in- 
cident of terrorist violence In this 
northern city. 


Shortly after the attack, an 
anonymous telephone caller told 
the Italian news agency ANSA it 
waa carried out by the "Fighting 
Communist Attack Squads” urban 
guerrilla gang. 


Police said a young man and 
woman posing as door-to-door 
peilers of a Roman Catholic weekly 
magazine knocked on the door of 
Miraglia's seventh-floor apartment 
and when he opened it shot him in 
the legs. Doctors later said the vic- 
tim was in satisfactory condition. 

The shooting capped a week of 
bloody political violence In which 
four persons were killed by ultra- 
leftist urban terror -gangs In Rome, 
Turin and the Milan area.

Cuttings from best flowering 
fragrant (chabaux) or American 
carnations may be rooted now in 
moist sand or vermlculite under 
glass or plastic protection. Ask 
neighbours or friends for stem cut- 
ting* if you don't already grow 
these flowers. Don't forget to water 
regularly and to cover frames and 
seed boxes in bad weather and at 
night. Rooted seedlings, 
transplanted in April or May. will 
first flower In autumn. 

Divide old perennial stocks of 
cannas. agapanthus, tritoma, day 
lilies (hemerocallis). tuberoses and 
German Irises. Lift them up with a 
garden fork, thin out and replant, 
properly spaced, In well-composted 
solL 

Aerate and weed sweet pea beds. 
Provide a support for them to climb 


on such as tree branches, wire net, 
etc. Feed with a handful of 
superphosphate for every running 
metre. This will give you more and 
better bloom and fragrance in 
spring. 

Romes. This month the pruning of 
all roses (Including climbing roses) 
should he completed In all regions. 
Tranche* around old, established 
rose bushes, filled with winter mul- 
ch. manure or compost, should be 
well dug now, so as to bury all 
organic matter. Spread a handful of 
superphosphate or bone-meal 
around each stem before digging. 
Plant new roses from the nursery If 
the wc&ther Is favourable. Here are 
some basic planting rules for 
beginners: 

1. Dig a hole In full sun large and 
wide enough to accommodate the 
roots comfortably when spread 
out. The depth should be so that the 
crown (the point where branch and 
root join) will be about 0 cm. under 
ground. 

2. Cut the branches and the root 


Lip* slightly, removing all dead, 
bruised or broken parts. 

3. Spread out the roots evenly 
across the base of the hole and Oil 
the hole with aoll (mixed with some 
compost or old cow manure). Firm 
the soil around the roots by step- 
ping on it and then add more until 
the required level to achieved. 
Leave the aoU surface loose so 
water can penetrate easily. Mound 
up some soil around the stem to 
protect the new plant and retain 
moisture. Remove the mound when 
the first buds appear. 

AFTER SOME sunny dry days dig 
all empty plots in your garden to 
prepare them for new flower plants 
from your nurseryman. Spread 
wherever you are going to plant saf- 
san and metazon (poisoned bait) as 
a prophylactic measure against 
caterpillars, snails and mole- 
crickets. 

Water garden or balcony spots 
where because of an overhanging 
roof, trees or other reason, plant* 
didn’t enjoy ample rainfall. Also 
don't let the lawn dry out during 
longer rainless Intervals, even 
though the grass to dormant. 

Inspect all kinds of pines closely 
tor nest* of pine spinners (mostly 
on higher branch tips). A little time 
spent collecting and destroying 
them now will save much effort 
later. Use garden gloves and 
sunglasses to protect yourself 
against allergic reactions (ur- 
ticaria and inflammation) to the 
poisonous excretions of the cater- 
pillars. Place the collected nests in 
a big tin and burn them. 

Pruning of deciduous trees and 
(shrubs should be completed during 
February. Cut back severely all 
trees and shrubs in need of *ht« 
treatment because they have gro w n 
too tall and leggy. 8ome of the cut 
branches, like those of ZJgustrum 
japonlcum (privet) may be used as 
cuttings for propagation. But they 
also might go into vases for a long- 
lasting Indoor decoration at no coat 
just when flowers are scarce in the 
garden and expensive at the florist.

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Youths in trouble

MOST OF Israel's '24 juvenile 
penitentiaries and homes for needy 
youth are in very poor condition. 

And according to Amatzia Gllat, 
a Labour and Social Affalrz 
Ministry official who to in charge of 
the homes, the causes are a lack of 
funds and a failure by the public to 
appreciate the severity of the 
problem. 

The Finance Ministry, said GHat, 
allows for the same number of 
workers la the homes today as it did 
when the homes were coping with 
immigrant youth 30 years ago. 

"Finance ministry officials can- 
not understand that now we ore 
looking after boys who are sent 
here by the courts. And some of the 
boys have long criminal records." 

According to Glial, the situation 
in the homes has deteriorated 
recently due to the budget freeze 
and the freeze on public posts, 
which makes it impossible to fire 
workers because their posts will re- 
main empty. 

Glint said the homes are located 
in unsuitable buildings. They are 
mostly very old and some are 
delapidated and crumbling. 

"The youth we are trying to 
rehabilitate will soon be on the 
streets, and then the public will 
really suffer the consequences. 

“If we get the means, we might 
still be able to educate them. I know 
the amounts involved are tens of 
millions of pounds and that the 
state has no money. But somehow 
the funds must be found." 

GILAT SAZD the administration 
running the homes should he given 
a free hand in dealing with staff. 
“And we should not be prevented 
from obtaining the best personnel 
because of a shortage of funds." 

Commenting on a recent article 
in 77ie JerwtoSem Post dealing with 
the Nof Yam penitentiary in 
Herzliya, Gflat said: “The public 
must not think that the ministry Is 
oiot- working hard and that the boys' 


behaviour stems from the 
weakness of the youth consellors. 

“In the Nof Yam penitentiary and 
others like It. the boys are expected 
to behave In an unusual manner. 
The fact that five of the boys have 
escaped and are at large is not 
significant because conditions at 
the homes allow for vacations, so 
escapes are taken into considera- 
tion. 

“Obviously, there is a danger 
that the boys will bring back drugs 
when they return. That's something 
we have to fight against in our 
education programme." 

Dozens of juvenile delinquents in 
penitentiaries continue to commit 
crimes, including breaking Into 
businesses and apartments, and 
drug-trading The Poet learned from 
a source in the police youth squad. 

The source said that most of the 
penitentiaries are open and the 
boys leave them whenever they 
wish. “But even Is the closed in- 
stitutions, which constitute the lost 
stage before prison, many escape to 
commit burglaries in order to buy 
drugs. Others commit robberies or 
steal vehicles for fun or out of 
■habit." 

The source said the police do not 
believe that the homes should be 
closed as they are the only chance 
many of the deliquents have of 
reforming. But the police are com- 
ing to the conclusion that the super- 
vision of the Institutions should be 
strengthened and that the guarding 
Inside should be reinforced. 

A source at the Herzliya 
municipality told The Post that the 
Mizpe Yam penitentiary, located 
near the luxury quarter of Herzliya 
Pltuah, has caused "grave 
problems" to the residents. 

“We're not convinced that the 
numerous robberies come from 
Mizpe Yam. but the residents are 
putting strong pressure on us to 
transfer the penitentiary to another

Egypt lifts 30-year 
trade boycott of Israel 


CAIRO (AP). — Egyptians had to 
forgo drinking Coca Cola, buying 
Ford cars and even watching 
Elizabeth Taylor movies during the 
three-decade long Arab boycott of 
Israel. They even pencilled out the 
name of Israel on their world maps. 

Such sacrifices are officially at 
an end after the 390-member Egyp- 
tian parliament voted 
overwhelmingly last week to lift the 
boycott as part of Its normalization 
of relations with Israel. 

With only five hardline opponents 
of the peace process abstaining, the 
approximately 230 members atten- 
ding the late night session gave 
their approval to a new law in a 
voice vote. 

The boycott of Israel was begun 
in 1943 in an attempt to strangle Its 
economy. Israeli companies and 
about 2,000 Western enterprises 
having dealings with Israel were 
blacklisted, as were hundreds of 
musicians, actors and writers who 
were perceived to be pro-Israel. 

The Ford Motor Co., for example, 
closed its plant in Alexandria In 

1966 because of a franchise agree- 
ment it made with an Israeli firm. 

Coca Cola was banished after the 

1967 war because of a similar 
franchise agreement and Its bottles 
were filled with an Egyptian cola. 

But after President Sadat’s 
peacemaking journey to Jerusalem 
In November 1977, the Egyptian 
government began bending the 
rules In an effort to attract 
blacklisted Western firms. 

Ford Is negotiating a 3150m. deal 
to manufacture trucks In its old 
assembly plant in Alexandria. Coca 
Cola Is back on the stands and 
Elizabeth Taylor was the star of the 
Cairo «lm festival last September. 

In fact, while the parliament was 
voting. Miss Taylor's Cleopatra 
movie — banned hen 27 years ago 
— was entering its second smash 
week at a downtown theatre where 
Egyptians were seeing for the first 
time her portrayal of the Egyptian 
queen who lived 2,000 years ago. 

Gamal Nazer, minister of 
economic cooperation, said in a re- 
cent statement that he hoped the lif- 


ting of the boycott officially would 
attract more Western investment. 

•■The termination of Egypt's 
boycott of international firms 
which had trade dealings with 
Israel will bring most of those firms 
back to the Egyptian markets.*' he 
said. 

Firms such as Xerox. Revlon, 
Union Carbide, Colgate-Palmolive 
and Hertz Rent-a-Car have either 
set up operations In Egypt after 
years on the boycott list or have 
entered serious negotiations. 

However, Western diplomatic 
sources say that because of a 
counter-boycott of Egypt and Israel 
by 17 Arab states, the prospects for 
attracting formerly blacklisted 
firms are not as bright as they 
might have been. ' 

"Egypt can no longer be con- 
sidered a springboard for exports to 
the rest of the Arab world," said 
one diplomat, .who declined to be 
identified. "However, there may be 
some sighs of relief In that the legal 
inhibitions are no longer there." 

Although the doors are also open 
for direct dealings between Egyp- 
tian and Israeli firms, analysts 
here expect only limited trade and 
perhaps joint exploration for oil in 
Sinai. 

"Egypt and Israel export many 
of the same products, such as 
citrus, so in most areas they are 
competitive," the diplomat said. 

"Israel will also find that the 
bureaucracy here 1 b difficult to deal 
with." 

Nevertheless, Israeli-made beer 
has already begun to appear in 
Egypt, apparently smuggled 
through the Sinai desert capital of 
El-Arish. 

Under terms of the peace, treaty 
Egypt committed Itself to ending 
all economic sanctions against 
Israel. They were to have been 
lifted January 26, the date set in the 
Egyptlan-Israeli peace treaty for 
the establishing of normal 
relations. 

However, the government of 
President Sadat obtained a delay, 
so that parliament could pass the 
necessary legislation.

Coins and Medals

The Israel Government Coins and 
Medals Corporation has just releas- 
ed details concerning the 
Independence Day coin which this 
year will have as its theme the sign- 
ing of the peace agreement between 
Egypt and Israel. It will be recalled 
that the IGCM had earlier brought 
out a peace medal. This will mark 
the first time that the peace theme 
will be the symbol of a Bank of 
Israel coin. 

The face of the silver coin will 
show the figure IL2Q0, the emblem 
of the State of Israel, the word 
Israel Iri Hebrew, Arabic and 
English, and the year. In addit- 
ion there . will be the legend 
"Israel-Egypt 'Peac? Treaty, 
March 26, 1979." also in three 
languages. - On the reverse there 
will be the word "Peace" in three 
languages, and an olive branch. 

Notable in the new Issue Is IHe 
fact that the gold coin will have the 
nominal value of 11*5,000, the 
highest denomination ever to 
appear on a commemorative coin. 

The coins have been designed by 
the Keter-Pesah Studio at Kibbutz 
Ma’abarot. The silver coins will be. 


struck at the Swiss Federal Mint at 
Berne, while the gold coin will be 
struck at the Royal Canadian Mint 
in Ottawa. 

The silver coins will each weigh 
26 grams and will have a 37mm. 
diameter, while the gold coin will 
weigh 28 grams and have a 30mm. 
diameter. 

The IGCM has not as yet an- 
nounced prices for the coins, but 
there is little doubt that this will be 
the highest-priced ever 
Independence Day issue. At current 
price levels the gold content alone 
is Worth well over $600. 

On the secondary market the re- 
cent rebound in the price of gold has 
given a lift to prices; though the 
changes are only nominal.

TEL AVTV (Xtira). — - A Tel Aviv 
architect was sentenced last week 
to three months in Jail, an ad- 
ditional nine months suspended, 
and a IL45.000 fine for tax evasion 
on ILS 45.000 In unreported income 
between 1976 and 1978.

Warnings had been 
sent to 830 offenders, and most of 
them paid up either before or dur- 
ing yesterday's raid. 

Also in Haifa, an importer of 
notions was charged yesterday with 
falsifying his books to avoid paying 
taxes. Yitzhak Shako. 89, will be 
tried in District Court for alleged 
concealment of 11*38,000 in 1977, 
n.100,000 In 1978, and for purchas- 
ing a car in his brother-in-law's 
name to hide his income.

IMF gold auction raises $296m. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
International Monetary Fund 
(Dm earned a record average 
price of $712.12 an ounce for gold 
during heavy bidding at its monthly 
auction last Thursday. 

The fund, as usual/ sold 444,000 
ounces of gold. But the number of 
bids It received amounted to the 
equivalent of 1.94 million ounces, 
signalling strong demand. 

The price, was up slightly from 
the afternoon fixing price of $709 an 
otince in London, but in line with 
closing prices in the New York gold 
market. 

The price in the fund's auction 
was up from the average price of 
$562.85 an ounce at its January auc- 
tion, which had also set a record. 

The prices offered by successful' 
bidders ranged from $711.99 .to 
$718.01 an ounce at the latest auc- 


tion. which raised $296m. for the 
fund's trust account for the world’s 
poorest nations. 

The sales have raised $3.98b. 
Since beginning in June, 1976. 

The current four-year 
programme of sales is due to end in 
May. The nations in the fund have 
yet to decide whether to continue 
with more sales.

TEL AVIV. — The Manufacturers 
Association yesterday demanded 
that the Tel Aviv municipality 
cancel its recent decision to raise 
municipal taxes for industrial es- 
tablishments by 250 to 300 per cent. 

•In a cable to Tel Aviv Mayor 
' Shloxno La hat, the president of the 
association, Avraham Shavit, said 
that raising taxes beyond the infla- 
tion rate would encourage waste In 
the service sector at the expense of 
industry, "thus legitimizing the 
continuation of inefficiency.” 

Shavit also blasted the 
municipality’s . decision to re-zone 
Tel Aviv industrial districts, calling 


it an excuse to raise taxes for 
businesses even further. 

A copy of Shavit’s cable was sent 
to Interior Minister Yosef Burg and 
to Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Patt. 

All municipal taxes will be raised 
60 to 100 per cent, with a 15 per cent 
discount for advance annual 
payments, the financial committee 
of the Union of Local Authorities 
decided yesterday. 

The raises will be calculated on 
the basis of January taxes, which 
are 30 to 40 per cent higher than last 
year's municipal taxes, a 
spokesman for the Union of Local 
Authorities said.

Prime Minister P.w. Botha, in a 
reversal of the ruling National Par- 
ty’s policy, now supports the com- 
panies in Uielr efforts to provide 
better housing for the blacks and to 
train them for better Jobs. The 
government tells right-wing critics 
of the shift that it is necessary to 
combat communist-inspired efforts ' 
to provoke a black revolt and to 
meet a critical shortage of skilled 
workers. 

Security officials consider the 
mining industry a potential securi- 
ty problem because of possible 
guerrilla Infiltration. About half of 
the * 00.000 black miners come from 
black-ruled African countries. 

The biggest white mine-workers' 
union, led by General-Secretary 
Arrle Paulus, is resisting reforms, 
including the right of the blacks to 
form unions. 

Even the relatively liberal Mine 
Surface Officials Association, the 
second-largest white miners' union, 
is concerned that attempts will be 
made to replace Its members with 
lower-paid blacks. The union said it 
would support equal pay for equal 
work as long as pay rates were not 
lowered. 


WASHINGTON <AP). — The cost of 
energy, food, housing and health 
care jumped 17.B per cent In the 
U.S. Inst year, a group or private 
economists said Saturday, in a 
stinging critique of President 
Carter's anti-inflation policy. 

The National Centre for 
Economic Alternatives, an 
academic research organisation 
that studies economic problems, 
said skyrocketing prices for these 
"necessities of life" accounted for 
virtually the entire increase In 
3979's overall inflation rate of 13.3 
per cent. 

■ Prices of All other Items rose 6.8 
per cent, only slightly more than in 
3978 and actually less than In i9?6, 


the centre said. 

Centre co-dlreetor Gar Alperovitz 
said the Carter Administration's 
"failure to face up to the real 
causes of inflation now require 
wage and price controls." 

Thus, he joins a growing number 
of economists, including the former 
head of Carter's anti-inflation 
programme. Barry Boa worth, who 
advocate controls to battle the 
worst Inflation In the U.S. in 33 
years. 

The Carter Administration and a 
majority of private economists stilt 
oppose controls, saying they have 
not worked in the past and would 
prove burdensome and costly. 


Iran-Japan cooperation resumes 


TOKYO i Reuter). — About 200 
Japanese engineers are to go to 
Iran later this month to resume 
construction work on a $3. 3b. 
petrochemical complex, the presi- 
dent of the Mitsui Industrial group 
said Friday. 

Toshlkunl Yahlro said that work 
on the joint Irani an-Japanese pro- 
ject. suspended since last year's 
revolution in Iran, would be stepped 
up in order to put a liquefied 
petroleum gas plant Into operation 
by next September. 

Yahlro was speaking after 
receiving reports from Teheran 
that Elm el Yamashltg, represen- 
ting the Japanese side in the 80-50 


joint project, had reached a basic 
agreement with Iranian authorities 
on resumption of work. The 
petrochemical complex la 88 per 

cent completed. 

The Japanese government decid- 
ed last October to Invest 20b. yen 
1385m.) In the project over the next 
two years, but finance ministry 
sources have said actual implemen- 
tation depended on the release of 
the U.S. hostages in Teheran. 

Last month Iranian oil minister 
All Molnfar warned Japan that Iran 
might seek new partners for the 
project, possibly from Eastern 
Europe, if Japan was unwilling to 
finish the complex.

KUWAIT (UPI). — The Kuwait 
government has stopped Its oil 
shipments to an Italian company 
while investigations continue into 
charges of a clandestine sale to 
South Africa. Assistant Oil Ministry 
Undersecretary Sheikh Jaber aJ All 
told the newspaper A1 Qabas last 
week. 

He said all shipments to Italy’s 
Bentol company were suspended 
"and *f the charges prove accurate, 
the company will never receive 
Kuwaiti oil again.”

AFTER ten days under home arrest, save tor a couple of hours a 
day off for the purchase of necessities, Arab Hebron last night 
saw its curfew lifted. This may then be a useful vantage point 
from which to reassess this somewhat unusual version of an ur- 
ban curfew. 

The exact reasons for forcing Arab Hebronltes off the streets i 
and into their homes has not been very clearly spelled out until 
now. But suggestions have been to the effect that there was a 
dual purpose. 

In the first place, the curfew was to assist the authorities in , 
flushing out the person, or persons, guilty of the murder of 
Jehoshua Sloma, the Kiryat Arba army soldier-yeshiva student, , 
in Hebron on January 30. This is obviously one case in which the 
end may be said to justify the means. 

True, the days passed without any sign of the investigators 
making headway in their search. But if Justice was not merely 
to be done, but to be seen to have been done, then another few I 
days of patient stay at home was arguably not too much to ask of 1 
the Arabs of Hebron. 

The other, no less Important, reason given for the curfew was 
to protect Arab Hebronltes from the vengeful fury of the people 
of neighbouring Kiryat Arba. 

However, if this was meant in earnest it would have been 
followed by barring entry to Hebron to all Kiryat Arba Jews — 
and especially to those among them who had taken possession, 
in defiance of the law, of the old Hadassah building inside 
Hebron. Strangely, this was not done. 

It is not true, as an army spokesman alleged, that an excep- 
tion was made in the case of Jews wanting to pray at the Cave of 
Machpela — and, anyway, why should not a similar exception 
have been made for Moslems wishing to pray at the Abraham 
Mosque? The right was reserved for Jews because they, and 
they alone, were not subject to the curfew. 

Soldiers went up three times dally to say kaddish at the site of 
Jehoshua Sloma's murder. Jewish children made daUy tours of 
Hebron's empty streets, one group being engaged In a "biblical 
treasure hunt." Rabbi Moshe Levinger led an Israel Television 
team on an inspection of formerly Je wish-owned structures that 
might be restored to Jewish habitation soon. 

The true motive for the differentiation between Arabs and 
Jews lay elsewhere. The Arabs sinned, collectively, and they 
had to be punished, collectively, too. That is why the curfew had 
to be deliberately selective. 

Even the British, during the lost, sorry days of their mandate, 
did not resort to such discriminatory tactics, much as they 
favoured the Arabs over the Jews. Tet in these tactics the Arabs 
of Hebron, and Nablus, and Gaza, may with some justice see a 
preview of Israel's idea of an autonomy "not for the territory 
but for the people." 

Plainly if the government pursues a policy bereft of simple 
common sense about how Jews and ArabB can live together and 
counts only on force, then nothing — for the moment — can pre- 
vent it. But in the end there will be a heavy price to pay for the 
foolish blindness of trying to make occupation a legitimate, and 
permanent, national policy of the Jewish State. 


Keeping medicine clean 


THE TRANSPLANT in Hadassah hospital of a kidney from the 
yeshiva student murdered in Hebron, Jehoshua Sloma, to the 
body of a young Arab girl was done after all the legal 
procedures had been properly fulfilled; nor was that the issue 
over which hot-heads in Agudat Yisrael have taken offence. 

■ The story as they retail it is that the body of a Jewish martyr 
to Arab terrorism was mauled for the benefit of a recipient who, 
according to one of the staff at Shaare Zedek hospital (from 
which the girl, Amira, was taken to Hadassah) wore a bracelet 
with the sign of the FLO. 

If there is a guilty party In this affair, it is the nurse in Shaare 
Zedek who "leaked” the name of the Arab patient to Rabbi 
Menahem Forush, MX, in flagrant breach of the law. Apart 
from everything else it is bad that the young girl Amira should 
know that her body is branded with a particular traumatic 
political event — which could excite a certain revulsion in per- 
sons around her. 

This exemplifies vividly the absolute need for medical 
secrecy, which the blabbing nurse appears to have gravely 
breached. 

Denying Amlra’s right to this particular surgical treatment 1 
would he unthinkable. A schoolchild of 12 can scarcely be held 
responsible for her political views. But supposing she had been a i 


grown-up _ under dialysis, wearing the insignia of an enemy 
organization but needing a kidney replacement for survival, 
what s hould th e Jewish r esponse be? 

Thankfully an answer has been supplied by no less an authori- 
ty than Chief Rabbi Shloxno Goren, wbo is also surely no less of a 
Jewish nationalist than Rabbi Forush. Commenting on the case, 
Rabhi Goren laid it down that the performance of a life-giving 
transplant is a mitev a, whether the recipient be Jew or Arab. 

This puts the whole event in its proper perspective. What the 
doctors of Hadassah did was the noblest answer to the assassin ' 
who killed the young Jew in a Hebron market. Knesset Member 
Porush and his angry cohorts should take -Rabbi Goren's judg- 
ment to heart. 
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Post-mortem plea Dry B ° lies 
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The Post’a PHILIP GILLON anticipates a renewed call 
for a change in the autopsy law toy people “ignorant of the 
true reason why autopsies are essential.” 


THE ALLEGATION that the 
kidneys of the murdered student- 
soldier Jesper Jehoshua Sloma 
were given to a Fatah supporter 
will certainly result in a new outcry 
for a change in the law on autop- 
sies. 

Despite hospital statements that 
the identities of donor and recipient, 
in any transplant are kept strictly 
secret and that the allegation is 
simply that, the mere thought of it 
contains Ingredients that must in- 
tensely shock Agudat Yisrael 
politicians and the Orthodox to 
their right: the savagery of the 
murder; the tact that the boy came 
from a yeshiva; the allegation that 
an Arab girl — supposedly a 
terrorist sympathizer — would, so 
to speak "benefit" from the 
tragedy. 

The obscurantists will no doubt 
Ignore the lesson of Hillel. who sup- 
posedly told a heathen who wanted 
him to summarize the entire Tora 
while standing on one foot: “Do not 
unto your neighbour what you 
would not have him do unto you; 
this is the whole Law; the rest is 
commentary." 

Nor will they be impressed by the 
oaths sworn by the doctors concern- 
ed — the Hippocratic Oath and that 
of the -Israeli physician, formulated 
by the late Prof. Lip man Hal pern 
for graduates from the Hebrew 
University-Hadaraah Medical Cen- 
tre. This latter oath says,. among 
other things: "You shall help the 
sick, base or honourable, stranger 
or alien or citizen, because he is 
Blck." 


JT HAS LONG BEEN a source of 
pride to Israeli medicine that doc- 


tors and nurses have attended the 
sick and wounded Arabs, including 
even terrorists wounded In attacks 
on Israelis, with the same care and 
dedication they give to other 
patients. Of course, the same can 
be said of medical personnel in all 
Western countries; in wars, they 
serve foes as well as friends. A side 
benefit, in the case of Israel — one 
not intended by the doctors, of 
course — is that the medical atten- ' 
tion we have given to Arabs has 
provided us with some of the most 
positive publicity we have obtained. 

After the kidney incident, 
however, we can expect an im- 
mediate attack on the autopsy law. 
Such a move has been inevitable 
ever since the combination of right- 
wing and religious politicians 
succeeded in changing the abortion 
law. 

The trouble with the fight to 
protect the doctors' right to per- 
form autopsies Is that there are 
many- liberal people ■ who believe 
that a change would be reasonable. 
The suggestion is that autopsies 
should not be performed without 
the prior written consent of the 
deceased before he died, or of his 
Immediate family, afterwards. 
This sounds eminently fair. 

The problem is that this view is 
founded on Ignorance of the true 
reason why autopsies are essential. 

There is a widespread delusion 
that autopsies are needed only for 
legal purposes, as when a murder 
may have taken place, or to get 
organs for transplants, or for the 
education of medical students. 
Many people, although enlightened, 
are repelled by the thought that 
when they or somebody they love 


dies, they may be cut up to provide 
edification for irreverent young 
students. That the students are 
irreverent is denied by the medical 
teachers, but everybody knows 
what medical students are like — 
haven't we seen the "Doctor" 
series on television? 

I have even seen a suggestion 
that, we should import cadavers 
from abroad for our medical 
students, so that the latter need not 
be obliged to cut up Jewish bodies, 
a macabre extension of the 
"Shabbes goy ” principle. 

In fact, since the whole fight 
about autopsies began there have 
been more than enough free think- 
ing liberals prepared to will their 
bodies to medical schools, so as to 
promote science. Having enough 
cadavers for teaching purposes is 
no longer a major problem. 
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THE HEAL REASON why autop- 
sies are essential is that they 
provide the only means of checking 
on doctors' diagnoses and prescrib- 
ed courses of treatment. Was some 
error made somewhere along the 
line? Only the autopsy report can 
provide the true 'answer. Prof. 
Moshe Rachmilewitz, the veteran 
internist and teacher of hundreds of 
medical students, once told me that 
without autopsies the doctors will 
become as arrogant as gods', 
because they will be free to bury all 
their mistakes. 

He said: "There is a pun in 
Hebrew on the words met and emet 
— burying the -dead can be burying 
the truth. Our approach today is 
more objective and less capricious 
than It used to be. Every doctor 
worthy of his salt must ask himself 
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all the time: ‘Did I do the best? Did 
I use all possible means?' The truth 
must never be bidden. Autopsies on 
the dead save the lives of the' 
living." 

In the prevailing climate of opi- 
nion in Israel — I almost wrote, 
"the prevailing mystical hysteria” - 
— taking the right to perform post- 
mortems away from doctors and 
giving it to families, a move which 
seems so reasonable, is tantamount 
to abolishing autopsies altogether. 

Many of our legislators, who' now 
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IN SEEKING to formulate a new 
American policy towards the Mid- 
dle East in the aftermath of the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, the 
Carter Administration seems to be 
struggling with two alternative 
strategies. 

The first involves downplaying 
the hostage situation in Iran In the 
hope that Ayatollah Khomeini and 
his entourage will eventually "see 
the light" and recognise that the 
major threat to Iran is not the 
United States but the Soviet Union, 
which now borders Iran on two 
sides. Underlying this strategy is 
the attitude, held by the Carter Ad- 
ministration since it took office, 
that world leaders are essentially 
rational and decent people who, 
through patience, persuasion and 
positive example, can be shown 
where their true Interests lie. 

The Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, however, appears to 
have challenged, if not yet 
shattered, this optimistic view of 
the world and, fortunately, ad- 
vocates of an alternative, more 
“realistic," strategy are now mak- 
ing their case to the president. 

Underlying their thinking ia the 
principle that nations of such a 
volatile and vulnerable region as the 
Persian Gulf are unlikely to ally 
with — or grant bases to — a coun- 
try that appears unable to protect 
its own interests in the region. 
Thus, the U.S. ia unlikely to gain the 
active support-of such key countries 
as Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, to say 
nothing of Pakistan, unless it can 
demonstrate its resolve with firm 
action rather than mere words. 


American strategy 
after Afghanistan 
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Advocates of a tougher U.S. policy towards the Middle 
East are now making their voices heard in the White 
House, writes ROBERT. O. FREEDMAN. 
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By holding the hostages, the "stu- 
dent terrorists’* are humiliating the 
U.S. on a daily basis while 
Khomeini showed his disdain for 
the UN (and the U.S.) by refusing to 
meet with UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim. 


Central to the viewpoint of these 
"realists" is the need to deal 
decisively with the Khomeini 
regime, which has now held the 
American hostages for three 
months despite appeals from the 
UN Security Council and a decision 
by the World Court which declared 
such hostage-taking as illegal. 


MEANWHILE, the Soviet Union 
profits from the continuing U.S. dis- 
comfiture in Iran, and recently, 
vetoed a Security Council vote for 
sanctions against Iran In an effort 
to regain some of the Moslem sup- 
port it lost by invading 
Afghanistan. At the same time, as a 
result of the invasion, the Soviet 
Union is now in fighter-bomber 
range of the Straits of Hormuz and 
it is in a position where it can more 
easily intimidate the nations of the 
region by its mere presence. 

The “realists" consider that a 
continuation of this situation 
threatens America's vital interests 
in the Persian Gulf and they are 
calling for direct military pressure 
against Iran to obtain the release of 
the hostages. 

American actions would include, 
firstly, the closing of all Iranian 
diplomatic offices in the U.S. and 
the intering of Iranian diplomats in 
American prisons, with their 
release contingent on the release of 
the U.S. hostages. The interning of 
diplomatic representatives is nor- 


mal procedure for two nations at 
war, and by permitting the con- 
tinued holding of the U.S. diplomats 
Khomeini has, in effect, declared, 
war against the U.S. 

A second move against Iran 
would be a strict naval blocade, 
coupled with an ultimatum to 
release the hostages within a given 
(short) span of time or face more 
serious consequences. Such conse- 
quences would Include the. seizure 
of the Iranian oil installations on 
Kharg Island, the destruction of the 
Iranian navy and air force (this 
move would have the beneficial - 
side effect of weakening 
Khomeini's ability to persecute 
Iran's ethnic minorities) and, final- 
ly, the seizure of Iran's oilfields, 
which would not be returned until 
the hostages were released.

OPPONENTS of such a get-tough 
policy have generally made five 
arguments: In addition to jeopar- 
dizing the lives of the hostages, they 
claim that any American military 
pressure against Iran would rally 
the Iranian people around 
Khomeini, inflame the Moslem 
world against the U.S., cut oil 
supplies to America's NATO allies 
and Japan, and drive Iran into the 
arms of the Soviet Union. 

In response, the realists would

Secondly, because of hiq brutal 
actions against Iranian Kurds, 
Azerbaijanis, Arabs and, Baluchis, 
Khomeini has alienated many of 
Iran's ethnic minorities who may 
well welcome U.S. pressure against 
him. . ' 

Third, Khomeini la already in- 
flaming the Islamic world against 
the U.S. — a case In point is his 
false accusation that the U.S. was 
involved in the seizure of the Kaaba 
in Mecca', an accusation that led to 
the burning of the U.S. Embassy in 
Pakistan and the loss of two 
American lives. 
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Khomeini is a serious threat to U.S. 
friends in the region, such as 
Kuwait, Saudi Arabia and 
Pakistan, and strong military 
pressure against him would serve 
not only to forcefully demonstrate 
the willingness of the U.S. to protect 
Its Interests, but would' .also 
strengthen the domestic positions 
of the rulers of a number of Persian 
Gulf stales who are threatened by 
Khomeini's brand of Islamic fun- 
damentalism. • - .

Sir. — The state of the economy 
being what it is, it seems surprising 
that the dairy industry has not 
checked on every available 
.possibility to increase local milk 
consumption and thereby prevent 
the slaughter or the disposing of 
tens of thousands of milch cows, as 
reported by the news media. - 
One of the most important, if not 
the most important consumer of 
milk, is our population of infants. 
Most of the 70,000 or more infants 
born each year in Israel will drink 
half to one litre per day — no small 
amount. And yet, because of the 
advertising success of the represen- 
tatives of foreign pharmaceutical 
firms, more and more infants are 
being encouraged to drink expen- 
sive imported cow's milk modified 
one way or the other to resemble 
mother's milk. And this attitudes is 
encouraged by many doctors and 
nurses, and In particular by Infant 
welfare stations, which have 
beautiful large posters in their 
waiting rooms describing for 
mothers the “advantages" and at- 
tributes of Imported milk. 

T believe, as do many of my 
colleagues, that the great majority 
of infants who are not receiving 
mother's milk will thrive on our 
local cow's milk and that rarely ia 
there a medical indication for 
prescribing special imported milk 
powder. And if our mothers have 
become accustomed to buying their 
milk from the pharmacy rather 
than from a dairy, why doesn't our 
dairy fndustry come up with its 
powdered milk "similar to human 
milk?" I’m sure our dairy Industry 
can do this and I suggest Mr. Hur- 
vitz take up the challenge on behalf 
of Uie dairy Industry in order to 
save dollars And help our farmers. 
For our part, I believe we doctor^ 
and nurses. And particularly the 
Tipat Halav stations and Newborn 
nurseries, must stop recommen- 
ding the use of imported cow's milk 
every time an infant or child has a 
loose -iummy or docs not fed well:
